THE . GERMAN pocket-battleship, Admiral Graf 
Spee, now lies sunk off the Uruguayan coast, 
some five miles from the entrance to Montevideo 
harbour, in about 25 feet of water. 


This is disclosed in an. official Admiralty communi- 
que issued late last night, which adds that the 
Nazi warship was blown up by two terrific ex- 
plosions after she had been abandoned by her 


crew. 


The act of self-destruction was ordered by her com- 
‘mander, Captain Landsdorp, some three hours 
after the Graf Spee had sailed out of Montevideo, 
apparently ready to run the gauntlet, although 
Montevideo wireless messages announced that 
it was the intention of Captain Landsdorp. to 


scuttle his ship. 


After leaving Montevideo harbour, 
the Graf Spee waited at the entrance 
for some time as though uncertain of 
the action to be taken. She-then pro- 
‘ceeded slowly up the Plate Estuary in 
the direction of Buenos Aires. 

Then, unexpectedly, she turned com- 
pletely about, and coming down the 
estuary at a fairly high speed, with.a 
large Swastika flag flying gallantly 
from her main mast, halted about five 
miles from the nearest shore. * 

The order was given to the crew to 
abandon ship, and five minutcs after 
the order had been carried out, with 
the men standing-off some hundreds 
of yards saluting, two terrific explo- 
sions occurred and she sank within 
seconds. — Reuter. 


GERMAN ADMISSION

WITH SOME 50'TO 60 PEOPLE on board,- -comprising her 
crew and a large number of European and Chinese 
guests, Hong Kong’s super-luxury junk Cheng Ho went 
on her official trials around the Island. of Hong Ove 


yesterday. 


Both sail and her two Diesel en- 
gines were used, the latter being nec- 
cessary because of the general lack 
of wind. This was all to the good. 
perhaps, because the engine, with their 
range of 2,000 miles, are one of the 
chief “safety factors” of the Cheng 
Ho. 

The course of the trial ran from 
Ah King's Slipway, off Causeway Bay, 
round through Lyemoon Pass, along 
south coast of the Island (including a 
detour into lovely jRepulse’ Bay), 
through the East Lamma Channel, past 
Green Island and back to the anchor- 
age through Hong Kong Harbour. 

VISIT OF M.T.B. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Thomas 
Kilkenny, the bluff, hearty skipper of 
the junk, a “China Mail” representa- 
tive accompanied the Cheng Ho on 
her trials. 

He found the Cheng Hoa thorough- 
ly seaworthy and comfortable craft. 
It is a tribute to Mr. Kilkenny’s skill 
os designer and boat-builder that only 
one or two small “defects,” if one 
might call them such, came to light, 
and these can be easily remedied be- 
fore the craft sails. 

The trial was not without incident, 
however. At one stage when the 
breeze had practically died down and 
the engine were being checked over, 
a naval M.T.B. bore down on _ the 
junk at high speed and stopped along~ 
side. Her commander informed those 
on board that the Cheng Ho was right 
over one of the Colony’s mihe-fields! 

A pause while everyone took a deep 
breath, and then. the M.T.B, skipper 
said that it was right. -But would the 
Cheng Ho either go forward or go 
back? 

COULDN'T TAKE IT 

A note of comedy was shortly after- 
wards ‘introduced by the Slipway 
carpenters, who had come on the trial 
partly for amusement ard partly to 
finish off a number of minor odd jobs. 
As the Cheng Ho rose and fell in the 
swell just outside Lyeemun Pass, these 
carpenters, one by one, grew green of 
countenance, abandoned their tools 
and lay down on the deck in positions 
of acute misery! | 

It was not long, indeed, before the 
Cheng Ho became a veritable “hospi- 
tal ship,” as Jandlubbers dropped right 
and left and crawled off into dark 


corners to die (as they thought). They |- 


were all on their feet, again, however, 


, by the time Repulse Bay was reached. 


On the homeward journey, Cheng 
Ho dipped her American flag (she is 
registered at New York) to a British 
warship, and ‘a cheer went up from 
those on her poop deck as the British 
cruiser gallantly returned the salute.

battle of Cannac? Did the invention 
of gunpowder in the Middle Ages 
change the laws of strategy? I am 
sceptical as to the value of ‘technical 
inventions, 

‘“No technical novelty has ever 
permanently revolutionised warfare. 
Each technical advance is followed by 
another which cancels out its effects. 

“Certainly, the technique of war- 
fare advances, and it will create many 
more novelties until the maximum of 
destruction is reached. But all: this 
can only produce a temporary superi- 
ority.” 

Hess, at that time Hitler’s private 
secretary, intervened. 

“The gentlemen do not seem to 
understand,” he explained, 
“how Germany, in view 
the limited value of technical inven- 
tions for warfare, will be able . to 
escape getting bogged again for years 
in a war of position.” 

“Who says I'm going to start a 
war like those fools in 1914?” cried 
Hitler. “Are not all our efforts bent 
to preventing this? Most people have 
no imagination.” Here his face twist- 
ed into an expression of contempt. 

“They can imagine the future only 
in terms of their own petty- experi- 
ence. They are blind to the new, 
the surprising things. Even the gen- 
erals are sterile. They are imprison- 
ed in the coils of their technical know- 
ledge. The creative genius stands 
always outside the circle of the ex- 
‘ perts. 

“T,” he went on, “have the gift of 
reducing all problems to their sim~ 
plest foundations. War has_ been 
erected into a secret science and 
surrounded with momentous solemn-~ 
ity. But war is the most natural, 
the most every-day matter. 

“War is eternal, war is universal. 
There is no beginning and there is 
no peace, War is life. Any struggle 
is war. War is the origin of all 
things. 


. "What is war but cunning, decép-| 


tion, delusion, attack and surprise? 
People have killed only when they 
could not achieve their aim in other 
ways. Merchants, robbers, warriors— 
at one time, all these were one, There 
is a broadened strategy, a war with 
intellectual weapons, 

“What is the object of war, Forster? 
To make the enemy capitulate. If 
he does, I have the prospect of wip- 
ing him out. Why should I demora- 
lise him by military means if I can 
do so better and more cheaply in 
other ways?” 

Hitler went on to develop the out 
lines of his war as he‘has since wide- 
ly tested it. At that time it seemed 
a novel and not very convincing doc- 
trine. It was evident, however, that 
he had given much thought to these 
matters, 

He looked upon himself as a great 
strategist of a new kind, .a_ future 
war-lord in a sense and to a degree 
hitherto unknown. 

“When I wage war, Forster,” he 
declared, “in the midst of peace, 
‘troops will suddenly appear, let

Ambition 
and delusion, party squabbles and 
self-seeking arrogance will drive

when a little of the battleship ‘was 
showing above water, : 

The dramatic effect of the flames 
was enhanced by constant explo- 
sions as the fire, which was also 
burning under water reached the 
shells.—Reuter.
